An arrest is immi- 
nent, detectives working on the case 
stated.

'detectives, Muir. failed to deviate in the 
slightest particular from the story he 
told police yesterday regarding the of- 
fer made him to assassinate, the bank- 
er. As a result, detectives said they 
are convinced that Muir's revelations 
are based on fact and declared that the 
arrest of the stranger who made the 
offer soon will be accomplished. 


"Mr. Judkins however, characterized 


the matter as an imaginative crazj 
quilt and declared that he placed ab- 
solutely no credence in Muir's story 
He said he was giving the affair no 
attention whatever.

Woman Suffrage in France., 


The intelligence of French women has long-been recognized 


both in and out of their country. Moreover, French women 
became equal partners with men in conducting the practical 
affairs of life, social, industrial and commercial, long before 
such recognition was accorded to women in other countries. 
For this reason the failure of woman suffrage in France—the 
measure being defeated by the majority of the French Senate 
—caused widespread surprise. One explanation coming out 
of France itself is that French women are more gallantly 
treated by their men than are the women of other nations and 
therefore do not feel the.need of the ballot. According to an 
'American correspondent in Paris, the majority of French 
women are quite satisfied with their present political status, 
but 'the same was said to be true of the majority of American 
women and undoubtedly there was much evidence to support 
the claim. 


It may be taken for granted-that French women will demand 


and receive the ballot in time, but at present it is probable that, 
like their men, their chief and most absorbing interest is the 
upbuilding of their devastated country and the forwarding of 
measures of defense against the waiting enemy across the 
Rhine. French women who have lived to see the horrors of 
two invasions from Germany and expect a third are no doubt 
listened to with due gravity by their younger sisters. It can 
be readily understood that at presept among all classes of 
women in France campaigning for women suffrage is regarded 
as an unimportant matter compared with measures for na- 
tional defense.

He was commission- 
ed second lieutenant, U. S. M. C., In 
June, 1875, and had a. large variety of 
service. Among other duties he took 
part In quelling the great railroad riot3 
in Pennsylvania in 1S77; served in the 
Hertford and Pow'/f.tan, ISTO^SS; K«ar 
sarge, 18S5-88; Swatara In a cruise 
around the world, 1S01-9E; Baltimore 
and Olympia., Asiatic Station, 1899-1900 
In June, 1900, he made a forced march 
with a detachment of "marines from 
Chemulpo to. Seoul, Korea, to protect 
our Legation. Commanded the marines 
on the Olympia at the battle of Manila, 
and in May and June following held 
the Cavlte navy yard with a detach- 
ment of marines' and served on the 
Olympia, blocading Manila, till Its bom 
bardment and fall. 
Gen. Biddle commanded the 1st Regi- 
ment of Marines, Pekin Relief Expedi- 
tion, taking part 
in the battles of 


Pei-tsang, Yangt-sun and in the fight- 
ing on the walls aroun'd Pekin, and 
was commended for -hia services. Gen. 
Biddle was in command of the marine 
barracks, Cayite, P. L, 1503; Philadel- 
phia, 1906-08; New York, 
1909-10; 


commanding 1st 
Regiment Marines, 


Panama, 1904-05; Manila, 1908-09, and 
Nicaragua Expeditionary Brigade. He 
was commandant of the Marine Corps' 
from Feb. 3, 1911, and was retired at 
his own request at the age of 60 in 
1914.
